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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3, 6, and 11 (now respectively renumbered 1-4) are allowed. 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art discloses for every image capture, shake correction control, 
adjustment of exposure parameters, and signal processing for the image signal after capture is 
provided such that a control circuit changes a gain value of a gain control circuit and an exposure 
time of an image-pickup device based on whether a shake correction unit is in operation or not. 

However, the closest prior art does not specifically teach or fairly suggest wherein the 
shake correction unit drives a part of the image-taking optical system to correct image blur 
caused by camera shake and wherein the control circuit sets the gain value of the gain control 
circuit the sensitivity of the image pickup device to be lower and the exposure time of the image- 
pickup device to be longer when the shake correction unit is in operation than when the shake 
correction unit is not in operation. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by Applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.

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Cited Prior Art 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to Applicant's 
disclosure for the following reasons: 

o Hata (see attached form PTO-892) at least teaches a gain of an amplifier that is increased 
at most to avoid blurring of a photograph due to movement of the camera. 

o Ishida et al. (see attached form PTO-1449) at least teaches a first shutter speed used 
when a shake correction means is not actuated and a second shutter speed, lower than the first 
shutter speed, used when the shake correction means is actuated.
